Seek To Break 
Logjam On Budget 


In Ohio Assembly 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Con­ 
ferees on Gov. John J. Gilligan’s $9.9 
billion budget bill hope to get moving 
today after three sessions that brought 
no decisions. 
“We haven’t decided anything,” 
Speaker Pro Tem Vernal G. Riffe Jr., 
D-89 New Boston, said Wednesday. 
“We’ve got to get down to business on 
this thing.” 
Riffe’s comment came on a busy day 
that included action on several major 
bills, including one that would repeal 
Ohio’s Sunday closing laws. The House 
passed it 62-32and sent it to the Senate. 
Also approved by the House were 
bills to require razing of gasoline 
stations abandoned for six months, and 
to give a five per cent increase to 
members of the State Teachers Retire­ 
m ent System , School 
Em ployes 
R etirem ent System , 
and 
Public 
Employes Retirement System. That 
measure, which had 58 sponsors, 
received 93-0 approval of the lower 
chamber. 
The Senate voted 31-0 to increase 
benefits of widows and dependents of 
members of the State Police and 
Firemen’s 
Disability 
and 
Pension 
Fund. The boost for widows would be 
from $130 to $160 a month with the 
amount for each dependent child going 
from $45 to $55. Sole survivors would 
get $150 instead of the present $120. 
Also passed by the Senate and sent to 
the House were m easures revising 
procedures for licensing nursing 
homes, requiring newspaper notice of 
sales for the purpose of settling 
delinquent 
taxes, 
and 
allowing 
veterinarians to dispose of animals 
unclaimed after IO days, provided 
owners are notified. 
The Senate received 
resolutions 
providing for the reorganization and 
administration of state courts and 
permitting judges below- the common 
pleas level to receive salary increases 
during their current term s of office 
The House approved a Senate bill 
permitting the director of the Division 
of Wildlife to set regulations to protect 
endangered wildlife species in Ohio. 
The bill deletes state authority for the 
payment of bounties except in the case 
of foxes.

proposal clarifying the right of county 
commissioners to acquire land for 
airports. 
Riffe and Rep. Myrl Shoemaker, D- 
88 Bourneville, who is chairman of the 
budget conference committee, ac­ 
cused Republican conferees of “foot 
dragging” at Tuesday and Wednesday 
sessions.

Expect Nuclear Pact 
To Come From Summit 


CAMP DAVID, Md. (AP) - The 
leader of the 
world’s two 
most 
powerful nations, Richard M. Nixon 
and Leonid I. Brezhnev, are poised to 
sign 
a 
breakthrough 
docum ent 
designed to eventually corral the 
threat of nuclear devastation. 
The agreement, which provides 
instructions to technical experts 
stalemated in Geneva, at the Strategic 
Arms lim itation talks (SALT), was 
molded by Nixon and Brezhnev on the 
third day of their summit talks. 
The leaders planned to return their 
travelling summit to Washington from 
this hideaway mountain compound 
today to formally sign the broadly 
worded accord in the gilded grandeur 


of the White House. Signing also was 
scheduled for a bilateral pact pledging 
cooperation on the peaceful uses of 
atomic energy. 
Nixon and Brezhnev, who came to 
this presidential 
retreat 
75 miles 
northwest of Washington 
Tuesday 
night, spent most of Wednesday after­ 
noon and evening talking about in­ 
ternational issues and the stalled ef­ 
forts to achieve permanent limitations 
on their countries’ massive nuclear a r­ 
senals. 
As they began Wednesday’s session. 
Brezhnev told newsmen that his talks 
with Nixon “without question,” would 
produce “good results.” 
The agreement giving instructions to 


the Geneva SALT negotiators is not a 
treaty, but is considered essential to 
get the stalled arms limitations talks 
moving again. 
It could rival in importance the pair 
of pacts reached last spring in Moscow 
when Nixon and Brezhnev held their 
first summit. Those accords placed 
permanent limits on nuclear defensive 
systems and a five-year limitation on 
some offensive missiles.

suave Soviet official suggested large- 
scale trade agreements and peaceful 
coexist an ce go hand in hand.

I was, however, especially struck — 
and moved 
by a description the 
Si* rn tor quoted of the development of 
the unborn child. The prose is that of 
l)r. A. W. Liley, a professor of fetid 
physiology, and it reawakens one’s 
sense of wonder: 
“ By 25 days the developing heart 
starts beating, the first strokes of a 
pump that will make 3,000 million 
beats in a lifetime. By JO days . . . the 
baby, 14-inch long, has a brain of 
unmistakable human proportions, 
eyes, ears, mouth, kidneys, liver, 
umbilical cord and a heart pumping 
blood he has made himself. By 45 days 
... the baby’s skeleton is complete, in 
cartilage not bone, the buds of the milk 
teeth appear and he makes his first 
movements of his limbs and body 
although it will be another 12 weeks 
before motlier notices movements. By 
(id days he will grasp an object in his 
palm and can make a fist.

Dear Miss W.: 
These tiny fissures at the angle of the 
mouth are known as “ perleches.” 
It is true that a deficiency of the vita­ 
min riboflavin can be responsible for 
this in children and adults. In the ab­ 
sence of such deficiency, other causes 
must besought. 
Excessive salivation, fungus infec­ 
tions in the corners of the mouth, aller­ 
gies, and bacterial infections can 
cause tiny cracks which do not readily 
heal. 
People who wear dentures tend to 
salivate a great deal and accumulate 
saliva in the angle of the mouth, caus­ 
ing a constant source of irritation. 
Children who have a large mass of 
adenoids and tonsils often salivate 
until these are removed. 
The underlying condition, of course, 
must be rectified. 
There are now a number of excellent 
ointments and creams that contain 
antibiotics and cortisone. These can be 
very effective.

Dear Mr. I,.: 
For my readers who are not ac­ 
quainted with this condition, “ hiatus 
hernia” (or “ diaphragmatic hernia” ) 
is a weakening in the wall of the eso­ 
phagus. It occurs at the point where 
the esophagus joins the stomach. 
Vague symptoms of chronic heart­ 
burn and bloating may suggest to the 
doctor that the condition may exist. X- 
rays of the esophagus can readily 
demonstrate the presence of this dis­ 
order. 
Not all cases of hiatus hernia are 
alike. Therefore, dietary regimes 
vary. 
Generally, 
overeating, especially 
fried fatty foods, can be responsible for 
these distressing symptoms. It is for 
this reason that physicians urge pa­ 
tients with hiatus hernia to eat smaller 
quantities of food at more frequent 
intervals, rather than overload the 
stomach with one single large meal. 
A program of weight reduction, in 
addition to sensible eating habits, may 
keep the hernia from progressing.

'Bill O f Rights' Protects Consumers 
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Grandmother, 71, Sets Job 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The hard­ 
sell salesman tells you that an ad­ 
vertised special you wanted to buy 
isn’t good quality. He sells you another 
item that costs more. 
You have been duped. 
But you can do something about it, 
report officials of the Ohio Department 
of Commerce. Since June 5, Ohio 
consumers have been protected by ll 
new rights when they buy a product or 
a service. 
This bill of consumer rights comes 
under the Ohio Consumer Sales 
Practices Act approved in 1972 by the 
109th General Assembly. The act set 
up the consumer protection division of 
the 
commerce 
department 
and 
authorized it to write rules and 
regulations that would have the force 
of law. 
The rules, written after lengthy 
public hearings, became effective 
June 5. 
One of the rights specifically guards 
consumers against stores that lure 
customers by offering a bargain only 
to switch them to a higher-priced item. 
“ These bait-and switchers can and 
should be prosecuted,’’ said a com­ 
merce department spokesman. 
Bait-and-switch is one of more than 
800 known consumer frauds and gyps 
in operation in Ohio. 
Then there is the case of advertising 
showing a “ roomful of furniture for 
$399.” A disappointed furniture buyer 
discovers the “ roomful” includes only 
a sofa and chair. 
A second consumer “ right” says 
that items displayed, but not in­ 
cluded in an advertised price, must be 
clearly identified. 
Small print is off-limits, too. All 
exclusions or limitations must be in a 
print size at least half as large as the 
main display type. 
A newspaper ad offers a free record. 
Closer inspection reveals you also 
must buy die stereo. 
Such advertisements are illegal, 
said commerce officials. No offer can 
legally be called a “ bonus” or “ gift” or 
“ free” if it: 
—requires that you buy another, 
more expensive item. 
—is continuous or repeated over a 
long time.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — Hearings 
begin next month to get citizen 
reaction to work of the Ohio En­ 
vironmental Protection Agency. 
William B. Sullivan Jr., chairman of 
the E P A ’s Citizens Council, said 
Tuesday the hearings will begin July 
12 in Chillicothe. 
The 32-member council was ap­ 
pointed in April by Gov. John Gilligan 
to act as an advisory board to the Ohio 
EPA. 
Sullivan, a Warren attorney, said 
three hearings are scheduled to 
determine how the EPA can be more 
effective. Dates and sites of other 
hearings are not yet determined. 
But he said if a proposed $16 million 
appropriation cut isn’t restored, 
“ there won’t be an EPA worth com­ 
municating with.” 
Earlier this month the Ohio House 
okayed $31 million for the Ohio EPA . 
The Senate cut it to $15 million. 
Sullivan said the council will make 
recommendations to the EPA after the 
hearings are concluded.

misleads you about extent of previous 
use. 
Free prize offerings are legal only 
when all conditions under which they 
are offered are made clear, states 
another consumer law. It is illegal to 
tell a consumer that he is eligible to 
win or has won a prize if, in order to 
receive it, he is required to pay a 
service charge, handling charge or 
other similar charge. 
Automobile salesmen have an un­ 
deserved reputation for cheating the 
consumer, conunerce officials said. 
But often, unwary car-buyers can bt' 
trapped into paying for unreceived 
services if those services are not put in 
writing. 
Consumer protection right No. 7 is 
simple: 
All statements 
made by 
salespersons about a motor vehicle 
must be included in a written contract. 
Deposits or “ good faith” money 
often lead to bad faith on the part of the 
buyer if he does not get specific deposit 
information in writing. Such in­ 
formation should guarantee that the 
seller does not continue to sell an item 
after he has accepted a deposit, and 


should include specific item and cost 
descriptions. 
A seller is guilty of deception if he 
doesn't 
deliver 
promised 
mer­ 
chandise. or later offers you other 
merchandise in place of your original 
request. If this happens, he is required 
to either deliver the item promptly, or 
refund your money. 
A 
door-to-door 
salesman 
or 
telephone solicitor must indicate 
immediately that he or she is trying to 
sell you something. 
These direct solicitations are not 
legal if: 
—you are told falsely you have been 
“ specially selected” to receive a 
product or service. 
—you are told you have won a 
contest when you have not. 
—you are not told of your right to 
cancel a contract within three days 


cif ter signing it, or if you are given tin' 
wrong information on your right to 
cancel. 
—you are told falsely the product 
cannot be bought elsewhere. 
—you are told falsely you will 
receive a discount, rebate or other 
benefit for allowing your home or other 
property to bt' used as a “ model” for 
advertising purposes.

Inflation Doesn't Respect 


Geography, Survey Indicates 


IX)NDON (AP) 
It may tx* small 
comfort to Americans, but their in­ 
flation problems could be worse, They 
are in much of Western Europe?. 
Wage and price controls are not 
working well on this side of the 
Atlantic, an Associated Press survey 
shows. Often tile controls have I* en 
less successful in Europe than rn tin* 
United Stites. 
'Pie rate of inflation is still worse in 
Britain, {•'ranee, Spain, Italy, Den­ 
mark and Finland than in America. 
In Britain, for example, Prime 
Minister Edward Heath’s government 
followed the Nixon lead last November 
and introduced the nation’s toughest 
wage and price 
controls 
in 
its 
peacetime history. Inflation then was 
running at 9 per cent a year. It is still 
running now at 9.2 per cent a year. 
Worse still, food prices have lieen 
rising faster in Britain under the* 
controls than they were before. Last 
year food prices were* rising at a rate 
of 3.4per cent annually. This year they 
are rising at about 15 |>er cent a year 
Britain may Im* a special case. Much 
of the food price boost was caused by 
the nation’s entry into the* European 
(Common Market on Jan. I Also, in this 
trading nation, imported food and raw 
materials are exempt from the price 
controls. And Britain must import 51 
|>er cent of its food and faw mater nils. 
But the pattern is not much different 
rn other countries which don’t have 
Britain’s special problems. 
In France, tin* controls are volun 
tary. 'Pie government has recoin 
mended a limit of 7 jx*r cent a year on 
wage raises. But even Finance 
Minister Valery discard d‘Fstaing 
admits wages are now rising at a rate 
of 12 |M*r cent annually. 
Some countries have rejected wage 
and price controls as unworkable or as 
politically unacceptable. Spain and 
Italy are examples. In both nations in 
flation is now a worse* problem 
In Italy the annual rate of inflation is 
nearly l l lier cent, up from 8 per cent 


last year. In Spain it is about 12 per 
( ent, up from 8.7 per cent. 
Belgium has compulsory price 
controls, yet inflation there is the 
country’s worst since the Korean War, 
rising at about 8 per cent a year. 
We st Germany has so far avoided 
lx»th chic* extreme of no controls at all 
and the other extreme of strict wage 
and price curbs. Yet the country’s in­ 
flation rate is growing at 7.8 per cent a 
year, a postwar record. 
So far in Western Europe this year 
two of the best performances were 
recorded bv the* Netherlands and 
Norway, lx>th with inflation rates of 7.8 


|k*i cent. Neither has extensive wage 
and pric e* controls. But in both coun­ 
tries the* cost of living is still rising at 
more than twice the rate of inflation in 
the* United Stites during the most 
successful period of the Nixon con­ 
trols.

SPACE CENTER, Houston (AP) - 
A Dallas man has invented a chemical 
turbine which he believes could 
replace the internal combustion engine 
and at the same time solve the 
problem of auto pollution. Some 
engineers, however, are skeptical. 
The turbine uses oxygen and 
hydrogen—two of the most abundant 
chemicals in the world—to produce a 
superheated steam that the inventor, 
W. W. Gray, believes could run tur­ 
bines or send cars speeding down the 
highway. 
Gray and his chief engineer, Dr. 
Gerald Wyatt, however, admit that 
most of the information on the 
system’s potential is theoretical. A 
prototype, they said, has been run 
briefly on only one occasion, and even 
then it was not attached to a device to 
produce any measurable horsepower. 
The Dallas men showed a film and 
slides on their engine Monday at an 
engineering seminar here, and experts 
attending expressed skepticism about 
the potential for the engine. 
“ It’s very early in the development 
for them to be talking about it, said 
Dr. R. L. Savage of Ohio University. 
“ We’d need more information with 
some performance data. They’ve got a 
hell of a lot of work to do yet. They 
should come back in six months and 
tell us what they’ve done.” 
This, he said, is the reason “ most of 
us were rather skeptical,” about the 
new engine. 
The engine is actually two stainless 
steel pipes, 12 inches long. A four-inch 
wide pipe fits inside a six inch pipe. A 
base plate and a top plate, with spe­ 
cially machined grooves, are fitted to 
the two pipes. The four-inch pipe is, in 
effect, the firing chamber. 
Attached to the top plate is a small 
tube which carries a mixture of oxygen 
Bland 


and hydrogen into the four-inch steel 
pipe. A smaller tube from the oxygen- 
hydrogen supply feeds a pilot light 
iaside the firing chamber. The pilot 
light is ignited by a spark plug. 
Gray said the system works by 
flowing an oxygen-hydrogen mixture 
into the firing chamber and then 
igniting it with the pilot light, creating 
up to 5,200 degrees of heat. Water is 


constantly fed from the bottom into the 
space between the firing chamber and 
the six-inch pipe. TTie water cools the 
outer wall of the chamber and then 
flows through grooves in the top plate 
into the chamber itself. 
The 
water 
quickly 
becomes 
superheated steam and is bled off 
through the bottom plate, ready to do 
work.

“ But maybe we’ll be able to relax a 
bit when this—what shall I call it?—is 
over,” Mrs. Dean said in a doorstep 
interview at her home. 
“This” is the scandal over the 
Watergate conspiracy and coverup in 
which her husband is alleged to have 
played a major role. 
Mrs. Dean said she will accompany 
the ousted White House counsel when 
he tells his version of the conspiracy to 
the Senate Watergate committee next 
Monday. 
“ You can bet I’ll be there,” said the 
handsome blonde, who is Dean’s 
second wife. He is divorced from his 
first wife. 
President Nixon fired Dean April 30. 
leaked accounts of the 34-year-old 
lawyer’s story, told so far behind 
dosed doors, indicate that he is likely 
to implicate Nixon in the Watergate 
coverup. 
Since those chilly spring days when 


Mrs. Dean watched her husband tau 
from White House glory, her life has 
changed markedly and “ ifs become 
terribly busy,” she said. 
In a way, she has been prisoner in 
her own home. Network television 
crews have camped on her townhouse 
doorstep 
in 
Alexandria, 
Va., 
sometimes round-the-clock, knocking 
on the front door until midnight and 
catching her again when she appeared 
to collect the morning newspaper. 
Shortly after her husband lost his 
job, she escaped to Florida for a few 
days respite. But, since then, there 
have been few outings for tennis, 
swimming, visiting with friends, even 
shopping, she said. “ But maybe when 
it’s all over....” The sentence lingered. 
From the doorstep where Mrs. Dean 
spoke, her husband was seen seated in 
the basement den, bent over a desk 
filled with papers, putting the finishing 
touches on a long document he intends 
to read before the Watergate com­ 
mittee. 
Asked if she helped him prepare the 
statement, Mrs. Dean said, “ I ’ve 
helped him type it, but the ideas are 
his, of course, from his head.”

GOP officials repeatedly have said 
that the party organization would not 
be the loser in Watergate because it 
was not involved in 1972 wrongdoing or 
coverup attempts. 
In the new appeal for money, the 
chairman of the Republican National 
Finance Committee said once again 
that

suggested 
the 
organization “ is even remotely con­ 
nected to Watergate.” 
But David K. Wilson, in a June 15 
letter to potential contributors, said 
“ The Republican party is in trouble. 
We need your help.” 
"The deplorable Watergate scandal, 
in which a few misguided political 
adventurers exercised extraordinarily 
bad judgment and performed assorted 
questionable acts, has cast a pall of 
suspicion over the activities of the 
entire Republican party,” Wilson said. 
Just exactly what the dollars-and- 
cents impact of Watergate has been on 
the GOP committee’s fund-raising is 
difficult to pin down.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — What do 
you do with a blob on your lawn? 
Debby Chapman of Painesville 
kicked the one that cropped up in her 
back yard. 
It bled. She said it looked like blood. 
Her mother called the sheriff. He 
called the Environmental Protection 
Agency in Painesville. That agency 
notified its Columbus office and sent a 
staff worker to the Chapman home to 
watch the blob. 
The sheriff thought it bore watching 
too. He sent a couple of deputies. 
The blob, surrounded by authority, 
spread out on the lawn for the night. 
The EPA began investigating. The 
red pancake-like blob was sent to the 
office of Dr. Kenneth Applegate of the 
EPA water quality division. 
Applegate recognized the blob as a 
slime mold, a not-uncommon oc­ 
currence during extremely wet 
weather. 
Dr. John A. Schmitt of the botany 
department at Ohio State University 
said most slime molds grow on dead 
organic matter and this one probably 
was growing on dead grass. He said 
they are “ really quite common” , but 
that people don’t usually notice them. 
Schmitt said they are not known to 
cause disease in humans, although a 
few people may be allergic to the 
spores. A combination of water and 
temperature accounts for their sud-

The state Public Utilities Com­ 
mission is considering at least two 
requests to tap eastern Ohio natural 
gas deposits on behalf of manufac­ 
turers. 
Columbia Gas of Ohio, at Zanesville, 
has asked that Ford Motor Co. be 
allowed to use public pipelines to 
transport natural gas from recently 
acquired fields in Morgan County to its 
Avon Iiake facility. 
Ford promises to pay with gas for 
ase of the pipeline. Any gas the Avon 
I .ake plant couldn’t use would be 
returned to Columbia for distribution 
to its local customers. 
Ford also would underwrite half of 
the $450,000 it will cost Columbia to 
install pipes and other facilities to 
serve the Avon plant. 
Ford wants to use the gas to fire 
ovens to dry paint on the bodies of 
Econoline Vans. Avon Lake is about 
150 miles from the 20,000-acre Ford gas 
field in Morgan County. 
A Cleveland firm, Micro Mineral 
Development Inc., has asked for 
basically the same set-up on behalf of 
northern and eastern Ohio industries. 
Micro Mineral, which would utilize 
Eastern Ohio Gas Co. facilities, 
requests natural gas exploration 
authority 
for 
five 
years 
on 
an 
“ emergency basis” to help industry 
through the fuel shortage. 
Corporation President Leonard 
Gardner said “ hundreds” of Ohio 
manufacturers had signed letters of 
intent to .support the company if the 
PUCO grants the request. 
There is some fear a favorable 
ruling on behalf of either request could 
trigger a stampede by big industrial 
companies to tie up Ohio’s natural gas 
reserves, denying them to companies 
that are the only source of gas for 
residential and small 
commercial 
customers. 
PUCO turned down a similar request 
last year from the Marion Brick Co. 
But Gardner claims public gas 
.sources would only lx* helped by such 
an arrangement. 


“ We could increase pipeline supplies 
by 15 to 20 per cent just in paying for 
pipeline use,” he said. 
Ohio’s natural gas fields are located 
in the eastern half of the state. Gard­ 
ner estimated that “ with economical 
use” Ohio had enough gas to last 25 to 
30 more years.

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More Gas Stations, Less Gas 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — Service 
stations all over Ohio, victims of the 
national fuel crisis, have closed down 
in recent weeks, but major oil com­ 
panies still are building new ones. 
In Whitehall, suburb of Columbus, a 
public hearing is scheduled next month 
on a request to build a new gas station. 
In Steubenville, the city planning 
commission approved a new Sohio 
station, and in Geauga County two new 
gas stations have been scheduled for 
construction, one by Union 76 and 
another by Sohio. 
Five stations already have closed 
down in Whitehall, all for lack of 
gasoline supplies. Citizens near the 
proposed new station demanded that 
the city look into the feasibility of a 
new station. 
Whitehall Councilman Darrell Todd 
has argued that a city can not regulate 
commerce in a city or pick and choose 
how commercially zoned land may be 
used. 
City law requires that vacated 
stations either be rented or converted 
to other use in 90 days. 
New service stations are going up all 
across Ohio, but oil company officials 
said the stations are just replacing out­ 
moded or “ by-passed" facilities, and 
in no way affect distribution of fuel 
reserves. 
Chuck Partridge, spokesman for 
Standard Oil Co. of Ohio, said Sohio 
has curtailed its construction program 
by half since the energy shortage. 
“ But we still have to honor some 
previous contracts, or get sued,” he 
explained. 
Since 
1967, Sohio stations have 
decreased from about 4,000 to 2,800, at 
the same time, the total number of gas 
stations in Ohio decreased from about

The third devaluation might be a 
surprise to the traveler. It was a 
creeping devaluation, informal and 
unannounced, and decided in the 
market place, rather than through 
negotiations among governments. 
Since devaluation No. 2, the dollar 
has been allowed to float against other 
important currencies according to 
supply and demand. Governments no 
longer were obligated to defend fixed 
exchange rates.

Economists, officials and bankers 
also differ on whether floating or fixed 
exchange rates are preferable. 
While the arguing continues, money 
markets remain uncertain. 
At the moment, gold is down from 
record highs and the dollar is up from 
record lows. But no one can say for 


certain what will happen next. 
There is nothing to prevent the dollar 
from floating back up again, if the 
market decides it was oversold during 
its long slump. But more Watergate 
developments damaging to the Nixon 
administration could depress the 
dollar further.
